Recognition of American Principles in 
the .ci^ht Quarter. 

The Philadelphia Pennsylvantan, a Democratic 

journal, uuderatood to be Mr. Buchanan's home 
organ, his just opsaetl its drowsy eyes to the fact 
that we have among us here in New York a 
class of foreigners of a very unsafe description — 
restless agiutors and demagogues, who. if they 
only had the way, as they have the will, would not 
only be likely to involve us in trouble soon with 
European nations, but keep us constantly in hot 
water at home.

A correspondent of the New York Tribune,

Col. Benton is dying. His disease, cancer o 
the bowels, has made sach progress that he 
not survive much longer.

An old and intimate friend from Missouri call 
ed upon him this morning Benton was in bed, 
scarcely able to move hand or foot, and not able 
to speak much above a whisper. But he was hard 
at woik, closing up his Abridgement of the 
Debates of Congress, which he has brought down 
to 1 -.">'•, to the passage of the Compromise meas 
ures He was dictating the closing chapter of 
the work. His daughter, Mrs. Jones, sitting be 
side the bed, received it, sentence by sentence, 
whispered in her ear, and repeated it aloud to her 
husband, who wrote it down. It was then read 
over to Col. Benton, and received his corrections, 
made with as mnch anxious particularity as if it 
were the maiden work of a young author. 

Resting a few mo nents from the task, Col. 
Benton entered into conversation with his Mis 
souri friend. He tola him that in reviewing the 
events of 1850 he was glad to find that the ani- 
mosities of the past had died out in his heart, and 
he was not only ready, but eager, to do justice to 
his former rivals and opponents. He spoke with 
much feeling of Mr. Clay, to whose merits and 
services he had awarded' the highest praise in 
what he was writing about the Compromise period 
of 1850. He dwelt particularly on the service, 
the great service, Mr. Clay had rendered to the 
Republic at that time by baffling and putting 
down the traitorous Secessionists of the South, 
who were seekingto destroy the Union and plunge 
the country into civil war for their own seitish 
and ambitious purposes 

The inspiration of this theme fired the languid 
blood snd reanimated for a moment the failing 
frame of the dyiug patriot. In energetic whis 
pers, he told his visitor that the same men who 
had sought to destroy the Republic in 1850 were 
at the bottom of this accursed Lecompton busi 
ness.

Since the theory of popular sovereignty was 
first adopted a» regards the Territories of the 
Uuited State*, it has been the Democratic idea 
that every Constitution ought to be submitted 
to the people who are to live under it. When 
the present Constitution of Kentucky was 
framed by a Constitutional Convention legally 
called together, and supposed to have been the 
representatives of the opinions of the people of 
Kentucky, it would have been the political de 
struction of any member of that Convention to 
have advocated the enforcing of the provisions of 
that Constitution without submitting it to the 
people of the Commonw ealth for ratification or 
rejection. We veuture to say that the people of 
Kentucky would never have been satisfied with 
being permitted to determine whether or not 
negroes thereafter to be brought into the State 
should be slaves, and for this great condescen 
sion on the part of the Convention to have con- 
sented to being deprived of the right to deter 
mine what law« they should reside under. The 
people of this State deem themselves competent 
to say whether they will electjudges or yield that 
power to the Governor or Legislature; aud they 
do not think that the question of slavery is the 
only one upon which they have the ii.i:ht to 
express an opinion. It is ■ matter of su- 
premest interest to them what may be the other 
provision* in the Constitution, as well as to de 
cide upon that affewtitig slave property. They 
are unwilling to make so invidious a distinction 
between slaves and other property, but place all 
on an equality We arc far from beinir the ad- 
vocate of submitting all legislative and judicial 
actions to the people, an idea which is becoming 
but too prevalent in these days of rampant pro 
gress, since that would do away entirely with 
our representative system, and place our Repub 
lie on the level with the Athenian Democracy ; but 
we do hold to the doctrine which obtains among 
all true friends of republican liberty, that the 
people ought in all cases to be allowed to decide 
what shall be the organic law under which they 
are to live, and wc would not confine the right 
of the people to regulate their institutions in their 
own way to the question, whether or not they 
would own "niggers." 

If we remember rightly the Lexington Statesman 
and numerous other Democratic papers which now 
defend the President's course, befere the course of 
the Kansas convention was made known, declar. 
ed that that convention was morally bound by every 
sense of right and justice and by all the pledges 
of the Democratic party to submil 
lion to the people of Kansas for 
rejection; but now these same papers revile Hon. 
John J. Crittenden and other good and true 
Southern men because they insist that that shall 
be done which they themselves say ought to have 
been but was not done. The Washington Union 
is the recognized organ of President Buchanan, 
and has been the central organ of the Democra- 
cy for eight or ten years. No one will cer- 
t iinly dispute its Democracy, or rather what was its 
Democracy one year ago. In that organ, the ac 
knowledged mouth piece of the President, of the 
7th of June last, after the delegates to the Le 
compton Convention had been chosen, and they 
were known to be in favor of slavery, the fol- 
lowing article appeared: 

••When there is no serious dispute upon the 
Constitution, cither in the convention or among 
the p«*ople, the power of the delegates alone may 
put it in operation But such is not the case in 
Kansas. The most violent struggle this country 
ever saw, upon the most important issue which 
the Constitution is to determine, has been going 
on there for several years, between parties so 
evenly balanced that both claim the majority, 
and so hostile to one another that numerous lives 
have been lost in the contest. Under these cir 
cumxtane.es thtre can br no such thing as ascer- 
taining clrarly. and without doubt, the will of the 
people in any way except by their own direct ex 
pression of it at the polls A Constitution not sub 
jected to that test, no matter what it contains, will 
never be acknowledged by its op/ionents to be any 
thing but a fraud 

"A plausible color might be given to this as 
sertion by the argument that the members of 
the convention could have no motive for refusing 
to submit their work to their constituents, except 
a coii-< iou-ness that the majority would condemn 
it. We eon leas that we should find some diffi 
culty in answering this What other motive 
could they have? We do most devoutly believe 
that, unless the Constitution of Kansas should 
be submitted to a direct vote of the people, the 
unhap:>\ controversy w hic h has heretofore raged 
in that Territory will be prolonged for an in 
definite time to come." 

We aee nothing about slavery in this article, 
which was written at a time when the propriety 
of submitting the Constitution to the people was 
denied by some of the ultra-pro-slavery papers 
and politicians. The Union may be supposed to 
have been true to Southern interests at that 
time, and, being true, expressed these sentiments. 
We now say, that, in a case^ike that of Kansas, 
there is no way of ascertaining the will of the 
peoplewexcept by their own direct expression of 
it at the polls: that the only direct expression of 
opinion ou the Lecompton Constitution which has 
ever been obtained from the people of Kansas, 
was overwhelming against it: and that we are 
opposed to forcing a Constitution upon a people 
who have decided againsfit in the only manner 
and at the only time their opinion was ever 
asked. And for taking this position now, which 
is precisely that of the Democracy one year ago, 
the Americans are denounced as Abolitionists. In 
the Washington l'nion of July last, the editor, 
speaking for the President, says: 

"Until recently, and in a few quarters, no one 
has questioned the propriety of such submis 
sion, while its wisdom is too apparent to be 
doubled, where the will of the people is the ac 
knowledged source of ail power. 

• »«••••» 

"The Constitutionalists insist that Governor 
Walker was wrong in declaring that the Consti 
union, if not submitted to the popular vote, 
would be, and ought to be rejected by Congress; 
and we are asked to answer whether this is not 
a presumptuous interference. We answer, that 
it was no Federal interference with the slavery 
question for the Governor to express the o i 



vote wouhi be rejected by Congress. Congress 

have no power to reject a Constitution framed by 
the people of a new State lor anything that is put 

into or left out of it, provided it be republican. 
But whether it does or does not express the popular 
sentiment, is a question of fact, which Congress 
must determine on evidence. The best evidence which 
the nature of the case admits of, is the vote of the 
people upon it, after it is framed If that evidence 
should be withheld in the case of Kansas, with ail its 
peculiar circumstances, the chances are a thousand 
to one that Congress will not be satisfied with any 
otlwr evidence. The prediction of Governor 
Walker was therefore true, in all human proba 
bilitv, and his warning timely and just." 

It w ill be perceived that the possibility of the 
Convention not submitting the Constitution to 
the people was anticipated, but that Governor 
Walker, by the authority of the President, assured 
the people that if the Constitution were not sub- 
mitted, Congress ought to and would reject it; 
and the Washington Union endorsed and defend- 
ed Walker from the attacks of the fire eaters. — 
Well, the Americans in Congress now declare 
that they will not look into the Lecompton instru 
ment to see what is in it, but that they have the 
undoubted right to ask whether that instrument 
reflects the sentiments of the people from whom 
it purports to emanate, and to determine this fact 
for themselves byevideuce; that the best evi 
dence which can be had is the vote of the people 
upon it after it is framed, and that the result of 
that evidence is the condemnation of the Le 
compion Constitution by an overwhelming ma 
jority ; that, however, as that evidence was ob 
i. :ine<i in an irregular manner, they will not be 
satisfied until it is obtained in an orderly way, 
under the sanction of Congress; and that they 
propose to obtain this evidence by the Crittenden 
amendment which submits the Lecompton Consti 
tution to the people of Kansas for an authoritative 
expression of their will concerning It. All this 
was very good Democracy in Governor Walker, 
President Buchanan, and in his organ a year ago. 
at which time also it was not inconsistent with a 
due regard for Southern rights; but now, since 
the high functionary at Washington has perform" 
ed the most agile of all his political somersaults, 
it is the rankest treason in the opposition. But 
if this be Abolitionism in John J. Crittenden, he 
at least has the consolation of such companions 
as Hunter, Davis, Butler, Yulee, and other 
Southern Democrats, who, in 1850, protested 
against the admission of California because the 
Constitution presented had not "sufficient evidence 
of it* having the assent of a majowtt of the pkople 

FOR W HOM IT WAS SIGNED." 

But it may be said in answer to these extracts 
from the Union that that paper does not repre 
sent the Administration. We have not time to 
discuss that question, and do not rely solely on 
the Washington Union for authority for our po 
sit ion The Kansas Nebraska bill certainly did 
express the views of the Democracy in 185-1, and 
was then pronouueed to contain true Southern 
doctrines. The Democratic Congress declared 
that it was the true intent and meaning of that 
act to leave the "people of Kansas perfectly free 
to form and regulate their institutions in their 
own way." How Mr. Buchanan construed this 
may be seen in his declaration in his letter of ac 
ceptance, that "it is the imperative and indis 
pensable duty of the Government of the United 
States to secure to every resident inhabitant the 
free and independent expression of his opinion 
by his vote. This Bacred right of each individual 
must be preserved." 

Again he says, in his instructions to Governor 
Walker: 

"The institutions of Kansas should be estab- 
tablished by the votes of the people of Kansas, 
unawed and uninterrupted by force and fraud. 

"The regular Legislature of the Territory hav 
ing authorized the assembling of a convention to 
frame a Constitution, to be accepted or rejected 
by Congress, under the provisions of the Federal 
Constitution, the people of Kansas have the right 
to be protected in the peaceful election of dele 
gates for such a purpose, under such authority; 
and the convention itself has a right to similar 
protection in the opportunity for tranquil and tin 
disturbed deliberations. When such a Constitution 
shall be submitted to the people of a Territory, they 
must be protected in the exercise of their right to 
vote for or against the instrument, and the fair 
expression ol the popular will must not be inter 
rupted bv fraud or violence." 

And again, in his letter to Prof. Silliman and 
others he says: 

"The convention will soon assemble to perform 
the solemn duty of framing a Constitution for 
themselves and their posterity; and, in the state 
of incipient rebellion which still exists in Kansas, 
it is mv imperative duty to employ the troops of 
the United States, should this become neeessa- 
ry, in defending the convention against violence 
while framing the Constitution, and in protecting 
the bona fide inhabitants, qualified to

Walk- 
er of the 26th March last, I merely said that 
when a Constitution shall be submitted to the peo 
pie of the Territory, they must be protected in the 
exercise of their right of voting for or against 
that instrument, and the fair expression of the 

popular will must not be interrupted by fraud or I shortly afterwards arrested

Here is a distinct admission that Mr. Buchauan 
thought and still thinks that t ie Convention was 
obliged to submit at least the slavery clause to 
the direct vote of the people of Kansas; but he 
contends that they were under no obligation by 
the organic act to submit any other portion of 
the Constitution.

firovisions of this instrument, in the free exercise of 
the right of suffrage, when it shall be sulnnitted to 
them for approbation or rejection.*' 

It is well known to the most of our readers 
that Walker at first refused to accept the ap- 
pointment to the Governorship of Kansas; that 
it was again tendered to and urged upon him, and 
that he finally accepted it only when be had ar 
rived at an understanding with Mr. Buchanan, 
which caunot be better expressed than in his own 
words. In his letter to the President accepting 
the appointment, Walker says: 

"I understand that vou and jour Cabinet cor 
dially concur in the opinion expressed by me, that 
the actual bona fide residents of the Territory of 
Kansas, by a fair and regular vote, unaffected by 
fraud or violence, must be permitted, in adopting 
their State Constitution, to decide for themselves 
what shall be their social institutions. This is 
the great fundamental principle of the act of 
Congress organizing that Territory, affirmed by 
the Supreme Court of the United States, and is 
in accordance with the views uniformly express 
ed by me throughout my public career. I con- 
template a peaceful solution of this question by 
an appeal to the intelligence and patriotism of 
the people of Kansas, who should all participate 
freely and fully in this decision, and by a majority 
of whose votes the decision must be made, as the only 
and Constitutional mode of adjustment. 

"I will go, then, and endeavor to adjust these 
difficulties, in the full confidence, as expressed by 
you, that I will be sustained by all your own high 
authority, with the cordial co operation of all your 
Cabinet." 

In pursuance of these instructions, and this per 
feet understanding, Mr. Walker accepted the 
office of Governor, repaired to the Territory, and, 
as a faithful representative of the President and 
his entire Cabinet, entered upou the discharge of 
his delicate and responsible duties in the month 
of June; and, as the first act of his Administra- 
tion, issued his proclamation to the people of 
Kansas, from which we clip the subjoined ex 
tracts: 

• • • In no contingency will Congress ad 
mi t Kansas as a slave Slate or as a free State, un- 
less a majority of the people of Kansas shall first 
fairly and freely decide the question for them 
selves by a direct vote on the adoption of the Con 
stttution, excluding all fraud or violence. 

• • • But Kansas never can be brought into 
the Union, with or without slavery, except by a pre 
rious solemn decision, fully, freely, and fairly made 
by a majority of her people, in voting for or 
the adoption of the State Constitution.

that bill to say that in it there is any difference made 
between slavery and other domestic or political 
relations. The Missouri Compromise made thi s 
distinction and hence became odious to the South. 
While it existed the people north of 36 3 30' 
were permitted to determine upon all their insti- 
tutions except that of slavery, which was 
excluded. It was repealed, not because it was 
unconstitutional, but because it made this 
distinction. After its repeal the people were 
to be left free to settle this matter for them 
selves, as well as their other laws. But Mr. 
Buchanan construes the bill repealing the 
Missouri Compromise to permit the people of 
the Territories to settle the question of slavery 
for themselves by a direct vote, but to take 
away the right which they had previously pos 
sessed of seitliug their other institutions in the 
same way. What logic! What reasoning! ! 
That the mere question of negro slavery, in a 
Territory so far North that slavery can never 
exist there to any considerable extent, is the 
enly question of interest to the people, the only 
question which they shall be allowed to deter 
mine by a direct vote. 

Iu our opiniou slavery was the very least im 
porlant of all questions to the people of Kansas, 
since in no event could it exist there permanent 
ly. Are we to be told that the mere question, 
whether our fields shall be worked by black slave 
or free white labor, is of more importance to a 
great sovereignty than the proper division of 
power between the legislative, judicial, aud ex- 
ecutive departments of its government? That 
this question should swallow up all interest iu the 
proper regulation of currency? What stuff! It 
would be infinitely preferable that slavery should 
be either abolished or established iu Kansas, than 
that the people of Kansas should themselves be 
made slaves of by an usurping and unscrupulous 
Convention.
